It ought to bring great prosperity *to 
the concerns that turn out the starred 
aud striped burning iu mills that em¬ 
ploy women and glris at starvation 
wages! 

It was only necessary to watch the 
early proceeding* of the Indianapolis 
convention to see how the direct 
aetinnist* have spread their poison in 
our movement. The first few day*’ 
deliberation* were a shameful spectacle, 
giving the capitalistic enemy good op¬ 
portunity to connect up our peoplo 
with the Los Angeles murder* and 
murderer*, and their sympathizer* of 
the Haywood stripe, and especially 
since the convention took place at the 
scene of the McNamara's labors. Hay¬ 
wood has writ himself a cowr.H and 
worse. When he was on trial for his 
life he hid his belief in murder: but once 
out of danger he not only publicly ap¬ 
plauded the crime* of the McNamara* 
but ha* tried his best to turn Socialist* 
Into emissaries of murder and violence, 
hacked up by the anarchistic intel¬ 
lectual. C. H Kerr and hia anarchistic 
Review. 

Years ago the Socialist Labor 
party had the field in this country, 
but It degenerated Into a narrow, phrase-

While 
Debs bos been a candidate over and 
over, yet the fact is that no other now- 
aibillty with his campaigning abilities 
was forthcoming, so we can gladly ac¬ 
cept the situation aud regard the ques¬ 
tion of preferencea*a» a closed Incident. 
Debs is a man of big heart and deep 
feeling, poetic in temperament, and 
making up in large measure aa an 
agitator what ho lacks as a leader. And 
the convention honored itselFln its 
choice for the vice presidential candi¬ 
date. Seidel Is a man or balance, prac¬ 
tical! heady, and with leadership 
ability, a Social-Democrat in every 
fiber. The two will complement each 
other. Seidel also has ability as a 
speaker, and will develop still morb 
ability in that line.

ernment—legislative and judicial. This 
das* own* the machinery of gathering 
and diafteminating new* through Its 
organized presji. It subsidize* seats of 
learning—the college* and school*— 
and even religious and moral agencies. 
It has also the added prestige which 
established customs give to any order 
of society, right or wrong. 

The working class, w hich Include* all 
those who are forced to work for a 
living, whether by hand or brain, ln 
shop, mine or on the soil, vastly out¬ 
numbers the capitalist class. Lacking 
effective organization and class soli¬ 
darity. this class 1* unable to enforce 
Its will. Given such class solidarity 
aud effective organization, the workers 
will have the power to make all laws 
and control all industry in their own 
interest. 

All political parties are the expres¬ 
sion of economi’’ class interests. All 
Other paroles than the Socialist party 
represent one or another group of the 
ruling capitalist do** Their political 
conflict* reflect merely superficial rival¬ 
ries between competing capitalist 
groups. However they result, these 
conflict* have no issue of real value to 
the workers. Whether the Democrat* 
or Republican* win politically. It 1* the 
capitalist class that is victorious eco¬ 
nomically'. 

Tb*’ Socialist party is the political 
expression of the economic interests of 
the workers. Its defeats have been 
their defeat* aud it* victories their 
victories. It is a p.trty founded on the 
science and laws of social development. 
It proposes that, since all social neces¬ 
sities today am socially produced, the 
means of ihelr production and dis¬ 
tribution shall be socially owned and 
democratically controlled. 

In the face of the economic an<J 
political aggressions of the capitalist 
das* tho only reliance left the workers 
is that of their economic organizations 
and their uolilical power. By the in¬ 


tribute. The growing unrest urder 
oppression ha* driven these two old 
parties to the enactment of a variety 
of regulative measure*, none of which 
have been perverted into means for 
Increasing that power. Anti-trust laws, 
railroad restrictions and regulations, 
with the prosecutions, indictment* and 
investigations based upon auch legisla¬ 
tion. have proved to be utterly futile 
and ridiculous. 

Nor has this plutocracy been seri¬ 
ously restrained or even threatened by 
any Republican or Democratic execu¬ 
tive. It has continued to grow in power 
and luholence Alike under the adminis- 
tions of Cleveland. McKinley. Roose¬ 
velt and Taft. 

In addition to this legislative juggling 
nud this executive connivance, .the 
courts of America have sanctioned and 
strengthened the hold of .this plutocracy 
as the Dred 8cott sud other decioions 
strengthened the alave power before 
the Civil war. 

We declare, therefore, that the longer 
sufferance of these conditiona ia im¬ 
possible. and we purpose to end them 
all. We declare them to be the product 
of the present system in which Industry 
1* carried on for private greed. Instead 
of for the welfare of society. We de¬ 
clare. furthermore, that for these evils 
there will be and can be no remedy 
and no substantial relief except through 
Socialism, under which industry will 
be carried on for the common good and 
every worker receive the full social 
value of the wealth he creates. 

Society ia divided into warring 
groups and classes, based upon material 
interests. Fundamentally, this struggle 
is a conflict between the two main 
claooea. one of whjefa. the capitalist 
clous, owns the means of production, 
and the other, the working doss, must 
use these means of production on terms 
dictated by the owners. * 

The capitalist class, though few in 
numbers, absolutely controls the gov-

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 
17.—Direct action, other than 
political, waa specifically re¬ 
pudiated by the Socialiat na¬ 
tional convention at ita aeaaion 
today. It alao went on record 
aa favoring the expulsion of all 
Socialiata who may advocate 
violence in any way in order to 
aid labor in the daaa struggle. 

Tha party constitution was 
amondod by tha inaartion of tha 
following clausal **Any member 
of tha party who opposes political 


action or advocates crime aginst 
the person or other methods of 
violence, asm weapon of tha working 
class, to aid in its emancipation 
shall be expelled from membership 
in tha party. Political action shall 
be construed tomaan participation 
in elections for public office and 
practical legislative and adminis¬

The convention also attacked political 
expediency as it has been resorted to 
in place* where the SootalUt* have par¬ 
ticipated in fusion movements.

In order to learn directly from the 
localities where the commission form is 
In operation, and to get the views of the 
Socialists themselves, the committee 
addressed & circular letter to about 125 
iocrrtkries of local* In dUes where the' 
commission form o f government is In 
operation. 

A* there were only about 130 oltlc*' 
In all. as stated above, thi* circular 
letter wa* sent to a very large propor- 
tion of all the dtlcs that havo the 
communion form. 

In response to till* letter the com¬ 
mittee received replies from A3 cities 
In 18 different state*. The question* 
bore upon details relative to the form 
In operation in the various cities. 
Among other thing* we inquired what 
attitude the Socialists in the com¬ 
munity had taken regarding the com¬ 
mission form, whether they were in 
favor or opposed to it. 

Thirteen Fevor Plan. 

In answer to this question. 13 local* 
reported that they favored the corn- 
mis. Ion form of government; 23 locals 
reported that they were opposed to 
It. Vhlle nine others reported that they 
were in a general way opposed to the 
commission form. Four local* reported 
that they were divided among them¬ 
selves. some favoring and others op¬ 
posing It. Ten lorals reported that the 
Socialists had taken no attitude what¬ 
ever. 

From this it will appear that there 
Is no consensu* of opinion among 
Socialists of the country that refer* to 
the commission form. Some favor it. 
others oppose it. and a good many 
»een» not to have given it any study 
and therefore tuLu no stand upon the 
matter.

Because of 
that fact he ha* now largely leR the 
farm, and is turning It over to a race 
of tenants. Coming along with that 
Is the movement, now- practically but 
three yean old, for the introduction of 
other than anlmai power in tho opera¬ 
tion of the farm. 

Relieve Two Classes. 

"The recommendations that we make 
wc have made to relieve two classes 
practically, the claas of farm tenant* 
and the claas of farm laborers. We 
bring In little concerning the farm 
laborers because they are covered by 
our regular recommendations in our reg¬ 
ular platform and in our regular action. 

" We must ad to the farmer and show 
him that be cannot be relieved while 
be U being ridden by tbe capitalist 
class and that we alone come o him 
with the gospel of freedom, of liberty, 
of emancipation, of social ownership, of 
everything necessary to tbe production 
of wealth and tbe satisfaction of Ilfs."

New York, 
urged that all lawyers, bookkeepers, 
stenographers. In fact everyone but 
the farmer*, refrain from speaking in 
order to give the real farmer a chance. 

Delegate Wills. Oklahoma, then com¬ 
plimented the committee, which he 
said did not have a farmer upon it. for 
ha>1ng done a remarkably good Job. 
This information caused the appoint¬ 
ment of an advisory committee of nine 
real farmers to meet with the regular 
committee. 

This Joint committee, after a short 
conference, reported only one rLange 
| in the proposod farmers' program, that 
I "eventually" be inserted before the 
statement that, "actual use and oc- 
! cupancy shall be tbe only title to land." 

With the adoption of a farmer*' 
program, the American Bociallst party 
has taken lu first national stand on the 
farmers’ problem. It Is something 
that has been anxiously sought by the 
Socialists on the farms in the big agri¬ 
cultural states of ths west and south¬ 
west. They have bo* n eager for a 
nttional program that *hall be prac¬ 
tical and carry an appeal to the farmers 
of the nation. With the adoption of a 
general national program they will go 
back and supplement the national 
05 program with more detailod state 
j programs.

Again the record for dues received at the national 
office was broken during the month of March. The 
previous banner month waa February, 1912, when 
the .imounl received waa S6.180.30, indicating a 
membership of 123,034. The amount received in 
March was $6,721.80, indicating a membership of 
133,083. The average membership for 1912, as in¬ 
dicated by the dues received during the first three 
months, is 125,826. 

During the first three months of 1911, the national 
office of the Socialist party received for literature 
the sum of $793.47. During the same period in 1912

it received $3,474.11 for literature. This amount 
doss not include tne large quantity sold through 
the Lyceum department. 

The national headquarters of the Socialist party 
are being moved to 111 North Market street, Chicago. 
The new headquarters contain nearly twice as much 
apace as the old. The old place was very spacious 
four years ago when the party moved in. But for 
months it has been necessary to store great quanti¬ 
ties of printed matter at the printing offices and have 
it delivered piecemeal because there was no room 
for it in the office. It was also necessary to hg.e the 
Polish translator-secretary move out in order to 
make room, and it was impossible to make room for 
the South-Slavic, Bohemian and Scandinavian 
translator-secretaries. The office is shipping out 
immense quantities of leaflets, pamphlets and books, 
and this work is expected to increase constantly as 
the campaign warms up.
